The  Alumni  Fund  — 20th  Year 

It  has  been  the  custom  since  the  establishment  of  the 
Alumni  Fund  in  1940  to  make  use  of  the  October  issue 
of  the  Alumni  Record  to  launch  the  fund  for  the  year. 
This  year  however,  the  Hampden-Sydney  College  cam- 
])aign  for  increased  endowment  and  capital  outlay  was 
ill  progress,  and  to  prevent  overlapping  and  confusion, 
the  October  issue  made  no  mention  of  the  fund.  There 
was  never  any  question  about  the  fund  being  continued 
and  the  purpose  of  this  editorial  is  to  bring  this  matter 
to  the  attention  of  the  Alumni. 

The  Alumni  Fund,  as  will  be  re- 
called, was  started  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  by  Dr.  E.  G.  Gammon  soon 
after  he  assumed  the  presidency  of 
the  College.  A  review  of  the  operation 
of  the  fund  since  its  inauguration  in 
1940,  it  is  felt,  will  be  of  considerable 
interest  and  will  show  how  the  num- 
lier  of  contributors  has  increased  as 
well  as  the  amount  of  the  contribu- 
tions. Both  increases  have  been  steady, 
with  comparatively  few  exceptions  due 
to  understandalile  causes. 

The  first  chairman  of  the  fund  was 
W.  G.  Dunnington.  "11,  of  New  York 
Citv;  the  chairman  of  the  second  was 
IT.  H.  :McVey,  '12,  of  Richmond,  Vir- 
ginia :  Dr.  H.  Wallace  Blanton  of 
Richmond,  also  of  the  class  of  '12. 
headed  the  third  fund  ;  Dr.  J.  Warren 
Wliite  of  Norfolk,  '9.5,  was  chairman 
of  the  fund,  beginning  with  the 
fourth  and  on  through  the  tenth.  The 
eleventh  and  twelfth  funds  had  R.  W. 
Lawson,  Jr.,  '30,  of  Charleston,  West 
Virginia,  as  chairman.  J.  W.  Dunnington,  '11,  of  Farm- 
ville  was  chairman  for  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth 
years  of  the  fund.  For  the  fifteenth  fund,  W.  T.  Reed. 
Jr..  '25,  of  Richmond  led  the  drive :  the  sixteenth  was 
beaded  by  A.  B.  Hodges.  Jr.,  '15,  of  the  city  of  Norfolk ; 
the  seveiiteenth  fund  had  Dr.  AV.  T.  Pugli,  '23.  of 
Lynchburg  for  its  chairman ;  the  eighteenth  had  E.  T. 
liaben,  '27,  of  Richmond  as  its  leader:  and  the  nine- 
teenth fund  had  Senator  W.  B.  Spong,  '41,  as  its  pilot. 

These  chairmen  select  members  of  their  respective 
classes  to  do  the  actual  soliciting,  and  the  contributions 
are  turned  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Alumni  fund. 
The  readiness  and  willingness  with  which  these  chair- 
men have  assumed  the  duty  are  most  commendable  and 
attest  to  their  loyalty  and  interest  in  the  college.  They 
liave  all  done  valiant  service. 

During  the  nineteen  years  through  which  the  fund 
has  now  been  in  operation,  a  total  of  $573,730.72  has 
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lieen  contributed  by  the  Alumni,  an  amount  consitler- 
ably  in  excess  of  tlie  one-half  million  mark.  When  the 
$64,739.00,  contributed  by  friends  of  the  college  to  the 
fund,  is  added,  the  grand  total  is  $636,304.72,  which 
is  really  amazing  for  a  college  the  size  of  Hampden- 
Sydney.  It  bespeaks  the  loyalty  of  the  Alumni  and  the 
interest  of  the  friends  of  the  college. 

T.  G.  Otfterdinger,  '41,  is  chairman  of  this  the  cur- 
rent and   20th  year  of  the  fund.  It  is  urged  that  the 
Alumni  give  their  willing  and  unqualifiecl  support  so 
as  to  enable  him  not  only  to  increase  the  number  of 
contributors  but  the  size  of  the  fund. 
The  number  of  contributors  has  risen 
from  822  to  1580. 

What  the  Alumni  fund  means  to 
tile  college  is  difficult  to  estimate;  in 
fact,  when  the  intangilile  effect  is 
considered  alung  with  the  amount  of 
money  actually  contributed,  it  is  in- 
calculai)le. 
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Hampden-Sydney 
Again  Takes  A  First 


One  is  forcibly  reniimled  of  the 
noteworthy  record  made  by  the  col- 
lege as  announced  in  1930  bj'  two 
professors  at  Lafayette  College,  when 
to  their  own  surprise  they  ascertained 
by  their  reseaches  that  percentagewise, 
Hampden-Sydney  took  first  rank  in 
graduates  appearing  in  Wlio's  Who, 
being  ahead  of  Harvard,  Yale,  and 
Princeton.  Note  of  this  achievement 
was  published  in  the  New  York  Times 
and  carried  in  newspapers  throughout 
the  entire  nation.  Naturally  this  brought  gi-eat  satis- 
faction to  the  college,  its  Alumni,  and  friends.  The 
fact  that  this  distinction  is  often  referred  to  by  son- 
and  friends  of  the  college  is  not  surprising. 

Xow  comes  the  college  again  listed  as  a  first  in  tbe 
nation  in  the  rating  based  on  the  proportion  of  grad- 
uates in  physics  from  individual  institutions  M'ho  went 
on  to  receive  Ph.D.  degrees  in  recent  years.  This  striking 
fact  is  the  occasion  of  comment  in  the  November  edition 
of  the  American  Jouriifd  of  Plrysicf.  The  schools  were 
ranked  by  a  ratio  of  Ph.D.  degrees  granted  nationally 
in  1952-56.  Hampden-Sydney  College  took  first  place 
with  the  ratio  of  80.  Swartlimore  College  getting  second 
place  with  a  ratio  of  64.3.  The  University  of  Colorado 
was  third  with  a  ratio  of  63.6 ;  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia was  seventh  with  52.2 ;  Johns  Hopkins  ranked 
eighth  with  a  ratio  of  51.7;  and  Duke  University  took 
twelfth  place  with  a  ratio  of  43.3. 
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Just  what  this  may  mean  is  not  too  clear,  but  it  cer- 
tainly indicates  that  in  the  science  of  jjhysics,  Hanip- 
den-Sydney  must  be  doing  excellent  work  and  the  col- 
lege is  Justified  in  feeling  a  pride  in  taking  first  rank. 


Hodgepodge  Editorial   Comment 

AVhen  requested  by  the  managing  editor  for  an 
editorial  for  the  forthcoming  issue,  January,  1960  of 
the  Record,  this  editor  made  the  qualified  promise  that 
the  request  would  be  complied  with  if  an  idea  occurred 
to  him  which  was  fitting  for  development.  The  idea 
has  not  yet  presented  itself  and  that  being  the  case,  there 
is  nothing  for  him  to  develop. 

At  the  same  time,  when  one  recalls  what  has  passed 
over  the  dam  during  the  last  twenty  years  and  the  fact 
that  no  idea  has  presented  itself,  the  very  paucity  of 
ideas  prompts  comment,  when  so  much  of  interest  has 
taken  jilace  and  is  taking  place  in  the  world  and  should 
])rovide  a  superfluity  of  ideas  which  should  occur  to 
any  one  with  a  reasonable  amount  of  intelligence. 

Of  course,  no  doubt  what  the  managing  editor  had  in 
mind  was  something  which  would  interest  the  Alumni 
and  others  concerned  in  the  affairs  of  the  college  and 
other  educational  matters.  There  might  be  an  artic  < 
with  reference  to  the  campaigns  put  on,  one  by  the  col- 
lege and  the  other  by  the  .synod  of  Virginia,  for  increased 
endownment  and  ca]iital  outlay.  However,  data  about 
the  jH'ogress  of  these  campaigns  have  appeared  from 
time  to  time  in  news  items  in  the  Record.  Moreover, 
the  fact  that  architects  have  been  chosen  and  plans  are 
being  prepared  for  a  new  liljrary  building,  and  that  it  is 
hojied  that  ground  will  be  broken  during  the  coming 
year  for  this  liuilding,  estimated  to  cost,  when  equip- 
ped, some  $400,000.00,  should  be  a  subject  fitting  for 
editorial  comment.  Anothei-  subject  would  be  the  in- 
tended use  of  the  present  library  for  dining  room 
facilities  and  a  student  center. 

However,  there  are  some  ultra-conservatives  among  us 
who  have  a  sentimental  regard  for  the  present  library 
Imilding.  This  originally  housed  the  library  of  the  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  then  located  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  Some  years  ago  a  fireproof  annex  was  erected 
and  more  recently  the  building  revamped  and  greatly 
improved. 

But  those  who  know,  feel  that  this  building  is  in- 
adequate and  that  the  new  library  as  contemplated  is  an 
urgent  need,  in  fact  a  "must",  if  the  proposed  expansion 
program  during  the  next  ten  years  is  to  be  achieved. 

Then,  too,  the  increa.se  in  the  number  of  the  faculty, 
the  fact  that  they  are  now  being  paid  salaries  more 
commensurate  with  their  ability  and  with  what  they 
are  doing,  and  the  broadening  of  the  curriculum  are 
certainly  subjects  worthy  of  editorial  comment.  Further- 
more, the  fact  that  our  football  team  has  made  an 
excellent  record  with  five  victories,  one  tie,  and  three 
defeats  should  be  a  subject  to  inspire  comments  on  the 
editorial  page.  Such  improvements  as  the  erection  of 
three  new  faculty  homes,  two  on  the  site  of  the  old 
Venable  home,  "The  Grottoes",  and  the  other  across  the 
highway  on  the  lot  in  the  rear  of  the  residence  of  Dr. 
G.  H.  Thompson  (buildings  of  one  story  of  outside  brick 
construction    with    white    trimmings,    and    modern 


throughout),  could  be  a  subject  treated  editorially. 
Then  too,  another  "Dad"s  Day"  took  place  on  November 
14,  when  the  football  game  between  Hampden-Sydney 
and  Centre  College  was  played;  but  this  subject  would 
make  no  appeal  to  this  editor.  He,  with  many  other 
alumni,  feel  that  to  call  any  occasion  "Dad's  Day" 
lacks  dignity  for  such  a  venerable  institution  as  Hamp- 
den-Sydney. 

The  editor  might  ramble  along  and  call  attention  to 
a  number  of  achievements  and  accomplishments  con- 
nected with  the  college,  but  to  do  so  would  only  present 
a  sort  of  hodgepodge  that  would  do  little  credit  to  the 
college,  or  to  the  Record,  and  certainly  none  to  the 
editor. 


Interesting  Items 

►  Until  its  .scoreless  tie  in  the  mud  with  Randolph- 
Macon  on  November  21,  Hampden-Sydney  had  gone 
longer  without  being  blanked  than  any  football  team  in 
Virginia.  This  shut-out  was  the  first  one  in  fifty-four 
games  for  the  Tigers.  The  last  time  they  failed  to  score 
was  in  the  opener  against  the  Univcrsitv  of  Richmond 
in  1954. 


►  "In  small  institutions  studies  have  shown  that  costs 
must  be  higher  to  achieve  comiiaralile  quality  than  in 
large  institutions.  For  example,  one  extensive  study  in- 
dicated that,  on  the  average,  an  institution  with  only 
200  students  would  have  to  spend  about  twice  as  much 
per  .student  to  achieve  a  comparable  quality  with  an  in- 
stitution with  1,000  students.  Above  1,000  students  there 
doesn't  seem  to  be  any  noticeable  gain  in  eflficiency."

►  There  were  eleven  pairs  of  brothers  enrolled  at 
Hampden-Sydney  in  the  fall  of  1959,  and  thirty-two 
sons  of  alumni. 


►  A  newspaper  story  on  Blackburn  College  in  Illinois, 
where  the  students  supply  all  the  necessary  labor,  stated  : 
"A  classical  curriculum,  with  no  life  adjustment  courses- 
keeps  them  busy  most  of  the  time  when  they  are  not 
supplying  the  required  15  hours  a  week  of  serving  table, 
cooking,  scrubbing,  maintaining  grounds."  President 
Robert  Ludlum  was  quoted  as  saying,  "We  have  the  most 
old-fashioned  liberal  arts  curriculum  in  the  country. 
Lately  it's  beginning  to  look  modern  because  of  the 
visins'  national  movement  back  to  basic  education." 


►  With  250,000  new  students  seeking  higher  education 
this  past  fall,  about  30,000  new  Doctors  of  Philosophy 
were  needed.  Yet  only  6,000  Ph.D.'s  were  granted  last 
June  to  persons  entering  the  teaching  profession.

The  President's  Page 


Now  that  Christmas  decorations  are  displayed  over 
every  village  street  at  Thanksgiviug,  aud  New  Year's 
greetings  are  placed  on  Christmas  cards,  this  present 
season  of  the  year  has  assumed  an  accordion-like  qual- 
ity, hringing  together  sentiments  once  considered  dis- 
tinctive to  single  celehrations.  No  matter  how  affronted 
our  personal  taste  may  be  l)y  nightmarish  visions  of  a 
Santa  Claus  in  Bermuda  shorts,  we  may  in  truth  extract 
a  certain  benefit  from  joining  the  appraisals  charac- 
teristic of  year-ending  with  a  mood  of  devout  thankful- 
ness. 

Indeed,  an  academic  inventory  here  on  the  Hill  leaves 
us  with  much  gratitude  in  our  hearts,  a  deep  sense  of 
appreciation  for  the  statesmanship  of  those  who  have 
loved  and  aided  this  great  old  college  in  this  and  in 
past  generations.  Before  attempting  any  calendar  of 
current  developments  one  should  recall  the  ettVcti\e 
labors  by  Dr.  Eggleston  in  guiding  Hampdeu-Sydncy 
during  the  Depression,  and  by  Dr.  Gammon  in  bringing 
the  institution  through  the  Second  World  War.  They 
and  their  allies,  the  faculty,  the  staff,  the  trustees  of 
those  days,  made  possible  whatever  has  been  accom- 
plished during  the  last  four  aud  a  half  years,  the  only 
period  of  which  1  can  speak  from  first-hand  knowledge. 
We  sliould,  then,  be  thankful  for  the  immediate  past  as 
well  as  for  the  di.stant  past. 

What  are  some  of  those  circumstances  and  events  of 
the  1955-1959  period  whicli  may  be  listed':'  In  the  brie!' 
paragraphs  which  are  available,  there  can  be  no  com- 
plete appraisal.  Indeed,  we  are  too  close  to  the  facts  to 
see  them  with  a  sharpness  absolute.  Yet  a  trial  state- 
ment may  be  attempted  by  way  of  reciting  our  blessings. 
Believing  that  the  professor  is  the  heart  of  a  college, 
the  trustees  have  now  effected  substantial  increases  in 
faculty  salaries.  A  well-planned  retirement  program 
through  the  Teachers  Insurance  and  Annuity  Associa- 
tion has  been  made  available.  (For  faculty  members  who 
elected  this  opportunity,  there  is  a  monthly  payment  on 
an  annuity,  the  absolute  property  of  the  professor,  of 
ten  per  cent  of  the  salary,  five  jier  cent  being  ])aid  ]>\ 
the  college  and  five  by  the  profes.sor. )  Added  to  Blue 
Cross  and  Blue  Shield  protection  there  is  a  group  life- 
insurance  arrangement  and  a  major  medical  policy  in 
which  the  college  shares  the  jiremium.  Modest  researcli 
grants  and  even  more  modest  student-entertainment 
funds  are  available  to  the  professor.  Living  condition-! 
for  the  faculty  and  staff  have  been  appreciably  improved 
through  the  building  of  si.K  new  brick  homes,  and 
through  major  renovations  of  the  older  residences. 

That  key  institution,  the  library,  has  received  special 
consideration.  Appropriations  for  books  and  periodicals 
have  gone  steadily  upwards.  We  are  in  the  second  year 
of  a  new  era  when  three  full-time  librarians  are  avail- 
able in  addition  to  the  more  transient  student  assistants. 
Thus  the  library  is  under  staff  supervision  day  an;l 
night,  and  the  use  of  the  building  and  the  books  has 
noticeably  increased.  Realizing  the  inadequacy  of  the 
present  structure,  the  Trustees  liave  taken  the  first  steps 
to  erect  a  new  Iniilding.  which  will  fulfill  the  dream  of 
many  past  generations. 


The  teaching  staff'  is  well  prepared  in  its  formal  train- 
ing and  in  its  dedication  to  the  special  sort  of  instruc- 
tion which  has  been  characteristic  of  this  college  from 
the  day  of  its  founding.  Over  half  of  those  engaged  in 
academic  teaching  are  possessed  of  the  earned  doctorate. 
aii<l  several  of  the  remaining  have  completed  residence 
aud  course  requirements,  confidently  expecting  the 
award  of  the  highest  academic  degree  in  June,  1960,  or 
in  June,  1961.  Two  staff  members,  each  aided  by  a  small 
grant  from  the  college,  are  now  on  leave,  studying  to 
improve  their  professional  competence.  The  college  this 
year  is  benefiting  from  the  generosity  of  the  John  Hay 
W  hitney  Foundation  in  the  employment  of  a  Visiting 
Professor,  a  repetition  of  a  grant  first  made  two  years 
ago. 

As  noted  elsewhere  in  The  IiECoku,  Hampden-Syd- 
ney  College  has  earned  the  rating  of  numlier-one  in  a 
national  survey  of  the  ratio  of  undergraduate  physics 
majors  to  the  earned  doctorate  in  that  discipline.  The 
details  appear  in  the  November,  1959,  issue  of  the 
American  Journal  of  Physws. 

There  is  a  hopeful  cast  to  our  general  economic  condi- 
tion. The  accounting  system  has  been  modernized  aud, 
to  a  degree,  mechanized  to  provide  a  constant  flow  of 
information  as  to  our  financial  status.  The  annual  re- 
ports of  the  auditor  show  that  we  continue  to  operate 
"in  the  black"'  and  that  we  are  now  out  of  debt.  The 
wise  management  of  the  Board  in  general  and  of  the 
Finance  Committee  in  jiarticular  insures  the  business 
stability  of  the  college. 

One  bows  in  solemn  gratitude  as  the  aff'ection  of  past 
generations  takes  tangible  form  at  the  recital  of  wills 
and  bequests.  Within  the  past  four  and  a  half  years,  one 
academic  generation,  from  wills  and  permanent  trusts 
(lur  assets  have  imjn'oved  almost  a  million  and  a  half 
dollars.  Such  names  as  Patton,  Converse,  Alexander, 
and  Cannon  remind  us  that  a  man  nuiy  work  for  good 
long  after  this  life-span  has  ended. 

Events  crowd  events  as  one  thinks  of  the  last  half-a- 
liundred  months.  There  is  strong  temptation  to  discuss 
expansively  the  excellent  public  relations  and  educa- 
tional value  of  the  Glee  Club,  of  the  various  athletic 
teams,  and  of  other  organizations.  Certainly  I  would  like 
to  deal  at  length  with  our  Rhodes  Scholarship,  and  our 
fellowships  at  various  graduate  and  professional  schools. 
Student  discussion  groups,  the  informal  professorial 
"hi-fi''  gatherings,  the  questions-and-answers  around  the 
Book  Cellar  shelves,  the  quiet  prayer  sessions  of  the 
Student  Christian  Association,  the  bustle  around  the 
shining  fire  engine  and  the  smoky  comradeship  of  the 
fire  company,  all  invite  extended  comment  which  time 
and  space  forbid.  They  testify  to  the  diversity,  to  the 
fullness  of  this  little  world. 

These  accomplishments,  I  repeat,  represent  the  great 
accumulation  of  work  done  by  the  ])ast  generations  and 
liy  the  dedicated  confederacy  of  all  elements  in  the 
present  generation:  trustees,  faculty,  staff,  alumni, 
cliurch,  foundations,  students,  and  friends  both  individ- 
ual and  corporate.  But  I  would  be  guilty  of  gross  errors 
if  I  stopped  my  narrative  here.  The  task  is  far  from 
done.   In   rough  generalization    I   report  that  our  cam- 
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paigns  initiated  during  tlie  last  aca^demic  year  are 
liardly  half  completed.  And  the  objectives  were  not 
visionary,  probalile  needs  but  actual,  pressing  require- 
ments. \\  e  desperately  require  a  new  science  l)uilding. 
Our  faculty  salaries,  though  improved,  are  still  inade- 
quate. We  must  provide  real  leaves-of-absence  for  our 
jirofessors  and  other  benefits  furnished  as  a  matter  of 
course  by  first-class  colleges.  Especially  must  we  i)ermit 
the  teacher  to  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the 
new  developments  in  his  own  field. 

And  here  is  a  point  of  primary  importance :  To  con- 
tinue llampdeii-Sydney  in  the  grand  tradition  we  must 
move  promptly  and  xigorously  to  maintain  tlie  supply 
of  good  students,  boys  who  are  bright  and  ambitious, 
the  well-balanced  boys  who  appeal  to  the  eye,  to  the 
mind,  and  to  the  heart  as  the  stuff  from  which  Hamp- 
den-Sydney  men  are  made.  Here  each  alumnus  must  be 
alert.  We  must  provide  adequate  scholarships  to  aid  the 
able  and  needy  student.  We  must  move  more  vigorously 
toward  the  high  .school  and  the  pre])aratory  school  where 
representatives  of  other  good  colleges  ba\e  long  been 
encamped. 

At  the  beginning  I  spoke  of  the  mixture  of  Thanks- 
giving gratitude  and  of  New  Year's  appraisal.  Now  I 
remind  you  that,  in  a  special  sense,  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  story  is  the  Christmas  story.  If  this  school 
does  not  represent  the  logical  institutional  joining  of 
learning  and  (_!hristianity,  then  we  have  been  oi)erating 
on  a  false  formula  for  about  two  centuries,  1  think 
that  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  its  sister  institu- 
tions which  believe  that  learning  apart  from  spiritual  wis- 
dom is  useless  were  born  in  Bethlehem.  We  are  enjoined 
to  wor,ship  God  with  our  minds,  and  to  that  purpose  our 
laljoratories  and  libraries  are  dedicated.  In  this  higli 
calling  we  ask  for  the   consistent   aid   of  the   alumni.

He  was 
the  son  of  Elizabeth  Skipwith  (Short)  who  was  married 
at  Prestwould,  in  Virginia,  in  1758. 

A  memorial  bookshelf  has  been  established  in  the 
('ollege  Library  in  memory  of  Frank  T.  McFaden,  Jr., 
'22,  by  his  family  and  his  friends.  Mrs.  Wyndham  B. 
Blanton  of  Richmond  has  presented  the  Library  with  a 
( o])y  of  her  new  book  of  poems.  The  Door  Opened,  which 
will  be  placed  on  this  self.  Generous  checks  have  been 
received  from  the  following  persons :  Mrs.  Edward  Ingle, 
ilr.  and  Mrs.  Marsden  C.  Smith,  and  Mrs.  James  H. 
Smith,  all  of  Richmond. 

The  Library  has  received  two  volumes  of  Collins  Pot- 
ter Huntington  from  tlie  authoress,  I\Iiss  Cerinda  W. 
Evans,  noted  Peninsula  historian.  Mr.  Huntington  was 
file  railroad  tycoon  and  founder  of  the  Newport  News 
Shipbuilding  and  Dry-Dock  Company.  The  books  were 
])resented  to  Hampden-Sydney  students  James  Gallo- 
way, Roger  Mower,  Bill  Cassidy,  and  Jerry  Gilliam  at 
the  Mariners'  Museum  in  Newport  News  on  December 
1,  1959,  and  conveyed  by  them  to  Hampden-Sydney.

►  Writer  Inez  Robb  found  cause  for  cheer  (tongue-in- 
the-cheek  cheer)  in  news  that  student  attendance  at  the 
University  of  Alabama's  "Clinic  for  High  School  Ciieei'- 
leaders"'  (purpose:  "to  show  the  youngsters  the  art  o 
crowd  control,  with  a  positive  approach  to  clieering") 
had  risen  in  1959  to  1,600  from  250  six  years  ago.  She 
felt  that  while  we  might  be  well  behind  Russia  in 
turning  out  trained  scientists  and  technicians,  we  were 
certainly  well  ahead  in  producing  cheerleaders  "witli  ; 
positive  approach''. 


►  A  recent  world-wide  poll  of  people  who  were  reading

Architects  Selected  for  New 
Library 

President  Jusejjh  (_'.  lioliert  announced  on  Xovemher 
17  that  the  firm  of  Frautz  and  Addkison  of  Roanoke 
had  been  selected  to  prepare  plans  for  a  new  library 
Iniilding.  The  new  library,  to  cost  approximately 
$400,000.(10  when  fully  equipped,  will  be  the  first  major 
building  in  the  development  program. 

The  structure,  to  be  located  across  the  Via  Sacra  from 
the  ]>resent  building,  will  be  designed  for  an  enrollment 
of  ()00  students  and  will  provide  storage  space  for  ap- 
jiroximately  100,000  volumes.  Special  emphasis  will  be 
placed  on  individual  study  spaces,  adequate  lighting, 
and  maximum  flexibility. 

Along  with  the  arcliitectural  tirm  of  Frant/.  and 
Addkison,  the  College  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
secure  the  services  of  Dr.  Keyes  D.  Metcalf,  Librarian- 
Emeritus  of  Harvard  University,  to  act  as  Consultant. 
Dr.  JMetcalf  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  outstanding 
men  in  the  country  in  this  respect,  having  had  a  part 
in  the  planning  of  more  than  250  library  buildings  both 
here  and  abioad.  He  spent  three  days  on  the  campus 
early  in  September.  He  spoke  to  the  faculty,  met  with  a 
student  committee,  and  consulted  with  various  members 
of  the  administration.  On  the  final  day  of  his  visit  he 
met  with  a  committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  Rich- 
mond, where  he  expressed  his  views  on  the  need  for  a 
new  library  building,  development  of  the  book  collec- 
tion, and  how  to  increase  the  use  of  library  facilities  by 
students  and  faculty  members. 

A  topogra|)hical  survey  of  the  jiroposed  site  was  com- 
pleted in  December  and  jireliininary  drawings  are  now 
in  process. 

H-S   Tops   Nation  in  Ratio  of 
Physics   Ph.D.'s 

Hampden-Sydney  College  has  been  listed  first  in  the 
nation  in  the  projiortion  of  its  graduates  in  physics  who 
went  on  to  obtain  Ph.D.  degrees  in  physics  in  recent 
years. 

The  November  1959  issue  of  the  Ameruan  Jnurniil  of 
Phi/sirs  (])age  5T8)  listed  the  toj)  fifty  institutions  as 
ranked  by  the  ratio  of  Ph.D.'s  in  physics  granted  na- 
tionally during  1952-195()  to  their  undergraduate 
physics  majors  who  received  their  bachelor's  degrees 
during  the  period  July  1,  1947,  to  June  30,  1958. 
Hampden-Sydney  headed  the  list  witli  a  ratio  of  80.0. 


Dr.  Thomas  E.  Gilmer  is  head  of  the  jihysics  de- 
jiartment,  and  Dr.  Thomas  Joyner  is  assistant  professor 
of  physics. 

Typical  of  messages  of  congratulation  received  by  Dr. 
(jilmer  is  the  following  excerpt  from  a  letter  written 
by  a  physicist  in  another  state :  "Let  me  extend  my 
sincere  congratulations  to  you  for  the  perfectly  wonder- 
ful record  which  you  have  achieved  in  sending  your 
physics  majors  on  to  graduate  school  and  the  Ph.D. 
degree.  The  record  which  is  published  in  this  month's 
Ainerican  Journal  of  I'liysics  jilaces  Hampden-Sydney 
in  an  almost  unbelievable  position.  We  all  marvel  at 
how  you  do  it." 

Hampden-Sydney "s  standing  is  all  tlie  more  remark- 
able in  that  the  authors  of  the  survey,  B.  Richard  Sie- 
bring  and  Duane  H.  Schwahu  of  the  University  of  Wis- 
consin, found  that  southern  schools  were  at  the  bottom 
in  the  training  of  physicists  (Ph.D. -bachelor  ratios: 
noitheast,  17.81;  west.  17. ()9;  north  central.  14.05; 
south,  10.97);  that  colleges  were  next  to  the  bottom 
(tec'hnical  schools,  25.87;  universities,  16.55;  colleges, 
10.49;  teachers  colleges,  8.35)  ;  that  Ph.D.  granting  in- 
.stitutions  had  a  coni])osite  Ph.D. -bachelor  ratio  of  25.44. 
against  a  ratio  of  only  9.70  tor  institutions  not  offering 
doctoral  work  in  physics ;  and  that  public  institutions 
were  more  productive  than  ])rivate  ones  (16.22  to  14.45; 
when  privately  controlled  institutions  were  classified  as 
Roman  Catholic  and  non-Roman  Catholic,  the  ratio  was 
7.91  for  the  Catholic  schools  and  15.44  for  the  non- 
Roman  Catholic).  Hamj)(len-Sydiiey,  of  course,  is  a 
private.  Presbyterian-supported,  southern  college  which 
does  not  ott'er  any  graduate  courses.

^An  outstanding  event  was  the  appearance  in  recital 
of  the  eminent  Virginia  pianist,  Florence  Robertson, 
on  November  17.  Her  programme  consisted  of  two 
Scarlatti  sonatas,  the  Beethoven  Appassionata  Sonata,  a 
nocturne  by  Chopin,  three  numbers  from  John  Powell's 
"At  the  Fair",  and  the  Liszt  Transcendental  Etude  VII 
(  Eroica ) .  Mrs.  Robertson,  who  is  no  stranger  on  the 
campus,  prefaced  each  ])iece  witli  illuminating  remarks, 
in  wliich,  as  well  as  in  her  ]ilaying,  the  charm  of  her 
personality  was  clearly  manifest.  The  recital,  which  was 
sponsored  by  the  Glee  Club,  was  well  attended  and  re- 
ceived with  enthusiasm.

I'elicitous  manner.  Members  of  the  faculty  were  intro 
duced  individually  to  the  audience;  this  feature,  new  to 
the  occasion  and  perha])s  painful  to  those  introduced, 
had  been  requested  by  a  number  of  the  parents.  Mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Coiiimittee  of  the  organization 
were  also  introduced.  It  was  announced  that  80  in- 
dividuals from  the  Parents  and  Friends  had  contrilnited 
•$12,205  to  the  Hamjiden-Sydney  Fund. 

Voting  on  the  Queen  and  a  box  luncheon  followed  the 
meeting.  Miss  Kitty  Good,  of  Longwood  College  and 
sjionsored  by  Kappa  Sigma,  won  the  vote  of  the  as- 
sembled fathers  and  was  crowned  between  halves  of  the 
football  game  with  Centre  College. 

The  game  itself,  a  thrilling  one,  was  won  by  Hamj) 
den-Sydney  in  the  last  few  minutes  of  plav  18-11.

Enrollment   by   States   and 
Countries 

It  is  hardly  news  that  more  Virginians  are  enrolled 
at  Hampden-Sydney  for  the  current  session  than  resi- 
dents of  any  other  state.  It  has  always  been  that  way, 
and  so  it  should.  For  all  that,  a  healthy  mixture  of  stu- 
dents from  other  states  is  a  desirable  situation,  and  here 
the  proportion  is  good.  Of  the  -116  total,  88,  or  slightly 
over  twenty-one   ])er  cent,  are  non-Virginians. 

(Generally,  in  the  eyes  of  tlio.se  who  consider  .such 
matters,  the  percentage  of  out-of-state  students  at  an 
institution  .should  be  above  five  or  ten  percent  and  less 
than  forty  percent.  Hamjiden-Sydney's  ratio  of  about 
one  out  of  five  would  seem  to  avoid  the  risk  both  of  too 
much  jirovincialism  and  of  losing  its  e.«sential  Virginia 
quality. 

Percentage  of  out-of-staters  at  some  other  Virginia 
scliools  runs  as  follows :  University  of  Virginia,  43.0 ; 
Mary  Washington.  39.0;  William  and  Marv,  41.2;  Vir- 
ginia Polytechnic.  21.3;  Radford.  12.4;  V.M.I.,  40.0; 
Longwood,  4.5  ;  Madison,  10.0.

Writer  SJieUey  Rolfe  hiick  in  November  deficrihed  an 
interesting  situation: 

It  still  may  be  possible  to  avert  war.  but  a  traveler 
recently  returned  from  Hampden-Sydney  reports  the 
authorities  are  considering  stern  diplomatic  representa- 
tion over  what  is  considered  borrowing  by  a  neighbor 
to  the  south. 

While  most  Hampden-Sydney  men  are  concerned  with 
such  items  as  Saturday's  big  City  Stadium  game  with 
Randolph-Macon,  .some  are  taking  nmbrage  over  what 
clearlv  mav  be  unauthorized  use  of  the  term.  "Death 
Valley"'. 

You  say  "Death  Valley"  in  Virginia  and  almost 
everybody  immediately  thinks  of  Hampden-Sydney.  the 
college  and  the  village,  although  neither  is  located  in 
mach  of  a  valley  and  no  massacres  of  settlers  have  been 
reported  from  there  of  late. 

It  turns  out  now  there  is  another  Death  Valley.  Frank 
Howard,  the  bald  bucolic  jihilosopher  who  coaches  the 
Clemson  football  team,  says  so.  He  has  started  saying  so 
this  season.  He  says  it  is  the  (Jlemson  stadium.  .  .  . 

What  it  looks  like,  of  course,  is  ]ilagiarism.  Not  onlv 
do  the  Clemson  people  slyly  call  their  football  team  the 
Tigers,  which,  by  coincidence,  happens  to  be  what  the 
Hampden-Sydney  people  call  their  team,  but  now.  .  . 

Well,  perhaps  seeking  to  avoid  bloodshed,  the  Clemson 
jieople,  with  a  Death-Valley-come-lately  on  their  hands, 
say  that  while  some  borrowing  is  involved,  none  of  it 
has  been  done  from  Hampden-Sydney. 

What  is  involved  is  a  once-upon-a-time  situation. 
Clemson  used  to  open  its  season  with  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege. .  .  .  The  PC  coach  a  decade  or  so  ago  was  a  mar 
named  Lonnie  McMillan,  who  as  far  as  anyone  can 
tell,  didn't  have  Hampden-Sydney  connections.  It  was 
after  one  lop-sided  licking  that  he  said  the  magic  words 
—"Death  Valley".  .  .  .  ' 


Note:   According  to   records   kept  there,   it   was  op- 
posing coaches,  one  of  whom  presumably  had  recently 
reread    his    Tennyson,    who    began    calling    Hampden- 
Sydney  Death  Valley  .  .  .  back  when  the"  century  w 
young. 

No  one  thought  much  about  McMillan's  "Death  Val- 
ley'' remark  at  the  time.  But  three  or  four  years  ago 
the  fellow  who  plays  first  mimeogra])h  machine  for  the 
Clemson  publicity  department  tried,  as  they  say  on 
Madison  Avenue,  running  "Death  Valley''  up  the  flag 
pole  a  few  times.  Nobody  saluted. 

When  Howard  began  talking  about  Death  Valley  last 
September,  there  was  saluting.  What  Howard  had  in 
mind  when  he  recalled  ilcMillan's  words,  a  man  in 
Clemson  said  yesterday,  was  his  team's  record  at  Clem- 
son Stadium — which,  for  the  record  is  located  iu  what 
could  be  called  a  man-made  valley.  .  .  .

//(  ((  friendly  tetter  to  Coach  Howard,  a  Ilanipden- 
!>ydney  alumnus,  Leonard  C.  Wall,  'J7,  of  Ilartsville, 
li.C,  made  the  following  comments: 

".  .  .  Hampden-Sydney  College  in  Virginia  was  call- 
ing its  football  field  'Death  Valley'  many,  many  years 
ago.  In  fact,  I  suspect  that  John  C.  Calhoun's  hogs 
were  using  the  Clemson  football  stadium  for  a  hog 
wallow  when  Hampden-Svdney  was  calling  her  football 
field  'Death  Valley'. 

"ilr.  Helms'  column  quotes  you  as  saying  you 
originated  the  name  because  'it  sounds  so  ugly  ancl  scary 
to  teams  that  have  to  play  up  there'.  I  believe'  Hampden- 
Sydney  originated  the  name  but  not  for  the  same  rea- 
son. Her  teams  are  noted  for  their  fine  spirit  and  fight 
similar  to  the  Presbyterian  College  teams  in  South 
Carolina.

Richmond   Paper   Profiles 
President  Robert 

The  Richmond  Times-Dispatch,  continuing  its  series 
of  articles  on  Virginia  college  presidents,  on  November 
22  ran  an  article  with  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Rohert,  president 
of  TIampden-Hydney  Colle(/e,  as  its  subject.  It  was 
written  by  Hamilton  Crockford^  staff  writer  for  the 
IHchmond  paper.  'The  major  part  of  the  profile  is  re- 
produced below. 

Happily  the  small  college  here  [at  Hampden-Sydney] 
has  one  of  the  roomiest  campuses  anywhere  to  roam. 
Anything  less  than  its  400  acres  probably  could  not 
contain  its  17th  president. 

Hampden-Sydney  College  was  suckled  on  independ- 
ence and  soaked  in  history. 

Joseph  Clarke  Kobert  is  a  big  black-haired  man  in 
love  with  life  and  learning,  and  a  historian  aware  of  the 
day. 

Humbly  and  with  no  bunk  in  the  remotest  corner  of 
him.  he   runs   the   place  with  unmitigated   exuberance. 

They  joined  forces  four  years  ago  last  August  1.  He 
feels  constrained  to  rein  himself  in  occasionally  yet 
with  visitors  and  warn  them  of  his  unabashed  enthu- 
siasm for  it. 

But  file  ebullience  goes  down  strangely  fittingly  in 
this  quiet  seat. 

The  Presbyterian-affiliated  school,  born  on  the  eve 
of  the  Revolution,  is  possessed  of  what's  believed  to  be 
the  oldest   private   college  charter   in  the   South. 

It  is  the  smallest  men's  college  in  Virginia.  "With  all 
its  present  students  spread  out,  there'd  be  one  to  the 
acre. 

It  boasts  of  being  consistently  in  the  top  1  percent  of 
all  colleges  in  number  of  graduates  in  MVho's  Who  in 
America,  and  now  stands  10th  in  the  nation  there. 

It  was  the  parent  of  Union  Theological  Seminary 
and  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  But  it  has  never 
specialized,  and  never  means  to.  In  a  faculty  of  30  or  so, 
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half  with  doctor's  degrees,  it  has  a  full-time  professor  of 
Greek,  and  another  of  Latin.  It  attracts  topnotch  visit- 
ing seholars-in-residence. 

Its  avowed  intent,  the  president  declares,  is  to  pre- 
serve the  ancient  academic  virtues,  but  with  today's  best 
methods. 

A  board  of  trustees  with  an  nl)vious  eye  for  the  fitness 
of  things  fetched  him  for  the  job. 

At  53.  he's  never  been  off  a  college  campus  but  two 
whole  years  of  his  life.  But  the  6-foot.  195-pounder 
had  stepiied  casually  over  tlie  customary  ruts  of  the 
trade. 

He  has  three  books  l)ehind  him.  The  aridness  of 
average  histories  is  absent  from  the  most  formidable  of 
them. 

He  is  married  to  a  histoi-y  major.  She  was  Evelyn 
fiercer  Bristow  of  Richmond. 

But  he  met  her  at  a  swimming  ]iarty.  not  in  a  library. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  I'obert  live  in  a  hospitable  old  brick 
home  called  Sliddlecourt  within  hollering  distance  of 
the  freshmen.  (Thanks  to  his  upbringing,  he  said,  "the 
ordinary  noises  of  a  college  campus  don't  bother  me 
jiarticularly"'.) 

Outside  in  a  building  that  u.sed  to  be  the  kitchen  he 
runs  his  own  ])rint  sho])  for  a  hobliy.  He  turns  out  novel 
greetings,  invitations,  tracts,  in  old  and  new  type  faces. 

The  children  are  Frank  C.  Robert,  35  and  married,  a 
physicist  with  the  National  .\eronauties  and  Space  Ad- 
mini.'jtration,  and  Carol  fiercer  Robert,  18,  at  Randolph- 
Jlacon  Woman's  College.  .  .  . 

He's  been  busy  here.  Among  other  things  there's  a 
$10,000,1100  deveio|)ment  fund  campai<jn  on.  looking  to 
the  1976  bicentennial. 

He  is  also  a  trustee  of  the  Virginia  Foundation  for 
Independent  Colleges,  with  the  job  of  presenting  their 
mission  to  Virginia  businessmen.  Their  support  has 
lieeu  "exciting"  and  he  thinks  "])rophetic."  The  founda- 
tion is  one  of  the  strongest  of  its  kind,  he  says. 

But  since  World  War  II  especially,  with  inflation  and 
swelling  budget  demands  forever  tugging,  he  said,  "the 
greatest  frustration  of  an  administrator  is  that  the  new 
conditions  pull  him  farther  and  farther  from  the  heart 
of  the  college,  the  classroom.  I  suppose  every  presi- 
dent has  the  fond  hope  of  getting  back  to  teach  a  class 
or  two.  Very  few  do.  .  .  ." 

He's  still  enamored  of  the  ]3lace.  and  the  intangibles. 

An  honor  system  is  in  the  blood  here,  he  noted.  Jim 
Haley,  a  Pineville,  Ky.,  senior  and  former  editor  of 
the  literary  magazine,  happened  by  as  the  subject  came 
up.  Haley  recalled  he  and  a  friend  were  given  sealed 
copies  of  a  test  to  take  in  their  room  when  they  had  to 
miss  a  class. 

"We  remarked  to  each  other  we'd  have  cut  off  our 
arras  before  we'd  have  opened  those  envelopes  ahead  of 
time,"  he  said.  The  best  he  could  describe  the  system 
was  this  way:  "It's  just  an  idea  of.  'this  is  the  way 
things  are  around  here'.  " 

A  "grass  roots"  want  from  the  students  for  a  modern 
book  store.  Dr.  Robert  said,  led  to  the  opening  of  "The 
Book  Cellar"  in  a  i-ampus  building  ba.sement  this  fall. 
It  sells  classics  in  paperbacks.  Two  faculty  members 
run  it  at  night. 

"This  college  above  everything  else  has  been  charac- 
terized by  the  great  and  noble  teacher",  he  said.  "There's 
a  humane,  intimate  relationship  between  him  and  the 


students.'"  Some  of  the  yoimg  profs  open  their  homes 
to  students  for  hi-fi  sessions. 

On  the  development  program,  he  said,  "we  know 
just  where  we're  going,  what  we're  going  to  do." 

He  wanted  to  lay  it  down  that  whatever  has  been 
done  here  the  la.st  few  years  couldn't  have  got  done  with- 
out his  two  predecessors.  Dr.  Joseph  D.  Eggleston  and 
Dr.  Edgar  G.  Gammon,  who  kept  the  place  hanging  to- 
gether in  dejjression  and  then  war.  "We're  just  more 
fortunate  now.  We're  more  affluent,"  he  said.  Trustee- 
and  faculty,  not  he  alone,  have  got  the  recent  things 
done,  he  insisted. 

With  that  he  reported  that  happily  a  lot's  been  done 
for  faculty  salaries.  He  added,  "We  didn't  put  a  brick 
on  a  new  building  until  we  built  some  new  faculty 
homes — 6  of  them.  .  .  ." 

Xext  there  are  to  be  new  buildings,  first  a  library. 
Then  the  student  body  will  be  expanded  gradually  to 
(iOO.  It  will  stop  there.  Definitely,  he  said. 

But  on  the  other  front  in  the  day's  swirl :  "I'm  less 
dogmatic  about  academic  education  now  than  I  ever 
was,"  he  confessed.  "I'm  not  just  uncertain  about  the 
answers.  I'm  even  uncertain  about  the  questions," 

This  much  is  sure,  though,  he  said :  "Hampden-Syd- 
ney  intends  to  keep  doing  a  few  things  well.  We  believe 
there's  a  good  }ilace  in  the  country  for  a  professional 
school  at  the  undergraduate  level.  But  here  we  believe 
we  ought  to  give  a  man  a  broad  appreciation  of  the 
good  things.  A  large  percentage  of  our  students  go  on  to 
graduate  work.  .  .  . 

"Maybe  it's  been  poverty  as  well  as  philosophy,  but 
we've  never  had  many  fancy  fixin's.  .  .  . 

"But  from  the  beginning  this  school  has  empha- 
sized ...  a  special  sort  of  balance.  You  talk  about  the 
thing  with  misgiving  because  it's  so  easy  to  seem  plati- 
tudinous and  corny.  But  the  18th  century  people  called 
it  'virtue'.  Learning  without  values  is  empty.  ,  .  . 

"We  want  to  preserve  the  ancient  virtues — but  we 
don't  do  this  by  doing  things  the  same  way  we  did 
yesterday. — The  sentimentalist  sometimes  gets  confused 
there.  But  that's  the  idea.  .  .  ." 


Book  Cellar  Sales  Accelerate 

The  Book  Cellar.  Hampden-Sydney's  new  jiaperback 
l)ookstore  which  opened  in  the  basement  of  Graham  Hall 
on  September  16,  1959  (see  October  1959  Record), 
is  making  good.  In  less  than  three  months  its  profits 
were  enough  to  cover  about  one  half  of  the  operating 
expeucSes  for  a  full  nine-month  period. 

In  the  initial  inventory  there  were  about  1100  titles 
(as  distinguished  from  volumes).  By  about  December  7 
this  number  had  risen  to  about  1439  titles.  Between 
September  16  and  December  7,  1-128  books  had  been 
sold,  amounting  to  $1065.46  in  value. 

The  Book  Cellar,  sponsored  by  the  College,  is  under 
the  management  of  Russell  C.  ilacDonald  of  the  Eng- 
lish faculty  and  E.  Keith  Dix  of  the  economics  depart- 
ment.

New  Book  of  Verse 
By  Natalie  Blanton 

The  Door  Opexeu,  by  Natalie  Blanton;  Richmond: 
Whittet  and  Sheppersoii,  1959;  55  pp.,  $2.00. 

Depth  of  thought,  ])erceptive  emotion,  and  i)olished 
style  distinguish  the  several  short  lyrics  which  make  up 
this  small  volume  of  verse  by  Mrs.  Wyndham  Blanton 
of  Richmond. 

Quite  appropriately  she  entitled  the  collection  "The 
Door  Opened,"  for  the  stanzas  open  the  door  to  reveal 
her  own  feelings  and  interests.  Since  Mrs.  Blanton 
writes  with  no  little  clarity  and  much  charm,  she  re- 
veals herself  rather  clearly  and  vividly. 

Mrs.  Blanton's  range  extends  from  ]iathos  to  joy. 
I'rom  the  commonplace  to  profund  analysis  of  life's 
meaning.  "The  Light  at  Bedtime,"  "Soldier"s  Farewell,"' 
"In  the  Museum  at  Eleusis,'"  all  on  the  poignant  theme 
of  the  loss  of  a  child,  are  deeply  moving,  yet  gently 
restrained.  The  pathos  of  "In  a  Museum  at  Eleusis"'  is 
reminiscent  of  many  inscriptions  for  children  preserved 
in  the  records  of  classical  eingra])hy.  which  provides  the 
surest   insight   into  the   humanity   of  the   ancients. 

"Two  Jays  in  a  Dogwood  Tree'"  and  "The  Tortoise'" 
are  representative  of  those  revealing  the  charm  the 
commonplace  in  nature  has  for  Mrs.  Blanton.  "Oh, 
Pity  People  !"'  probes  into  the  meaning  of  life  and  the 
reason  for  existence. 

Once  ilrs.  Blanton  touches  the  great  social  crisis  of 
our  generation,  in  "The  Light.'"  The  basis  of  her  treat- 
ment is  humanitj',  her  approach  novel  but  realistic. 

Mrs.  Blanton's  perfection  of  meter  and  rhythm  merits 
mention.  Only  rarely  does  a  line  not  run  smoothly.  She 
writes  in  a  variety  of  forms  and  measures,  a  feature 
which  makes  reading  more  diverting  and  stimulates 
curiosity  about  the  form  the  next  turn  in  the  page  will 
reveal.  Excellent  ty])ography  and  symmetrical  arrange- 
ment enhance  readability  and  attractiveness. 

For  form  and  thought  Mrs.  Blanton's  lyrics  are 
worthy  an  appreciative  audience.  They  are  stimulating 
to  read.  Some  have  the  happy  quality  of  creating  mind 
images  and  thought  excursions  which  make  them 
remembered.

Undefeated  Season  for  "Tite" 
Turley  at  GMS 

Charles  Edward  "Tite""  Turley.  '29,  has  been  piling 
up  a  phenomenal  record  with  his  football  teams  at 
Greenbrier    Military   School,   Lewisburg,   W.    Va.   This 
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past  fall  marked  the  third   undefeated   season   in   four 
years  for  the  GMS  team. 

In  commenting  on  this  achievement  in  the  Riclimond 
News  Leader,  Sports  Columnist  Laurence  Leonard  sum- 
marized coach  Turley's  career:  "Turley  played  on 
(treenbrier's  second  undefeated  team,  1924.  his  senior 
year  at  the  West  Virginia  military  school.  The  team 
scored  196  points,  yielding  only  six  and  those  to  Navy 
Plebes  in  a  12-6  victory.  He  then  entered  Hampden- 
Svdney  and  played  under  'Yank"  Bernier  as  an  end. 
Turley  played  on  .several  of  the  Tigers'  better  teams, 
returning  to  Greenbrier  as  an  assistant  coach  in  193') 
under  A.  A.  Adkins.  He  became  head  coach  in  1934  and 
immediately  had  an  undefeated  team.  AVith  three  un- 
beaten teams  in  the  last  four  years  (1956,  1957.  and 
19.59),  he  had  a  hand  in  five  of  the  seven  ']ierfect 
teams'  the  school  enjoyed.  This  year's  Greenbrier  team 
had  a  tough  schedule  and  met  three  undefeated  teams 
in  a  row,  successively  defeating  them — Fork  Union. 
18-8;  Staunton  20-12;  and  Baylor,  12-6.  Two  of  the 
three,  incidentally,  were  played  away.  All,  however, 
hasn't  been  roses  for  Turley.  The  man  who  has  sent 
numerous  boys  to  major  college  football  had  six  lean 
years  and  in  1951  his  team  lost  all  eight  games.  "Which 
brings  this  statement  from :  'You  have  to  have  the 
horses.'  " 

Dick    Hudson,    sports    columnist    of    the    Charleston 
{W.  \a.)   Daily  Mail,  pointed  out  that  in  addition  to 
coaching  five  of  GMS's  unbeaten  team,  he  played  o'l 
sixth. 

Mr.  Hudson  added.  "Greenbrier's  most  publicized  uii 
beaten  team  was  before  Turley's  time.  That  was 
'Scoreless  Wonders  of  1906'  which  included  Col.  J.  ]\r. 
Moore,  now  GMS  president,  the  late  Col.  H.  B.  Moore 
[H-S  '02],  and  other  young  instructors  who  played  as 
was  the  custom  at  ]irivate  schools  in  those  days.  That 
'06  team  played  seven  games  and  didn't  allow  a  point ; 
but  scored  only  three  ])oints  for  a  record  of  one  victory 
and  six  scoreless  ties.'' 


Buildinfi^  Dedicated  to 
Dr.  C.  W.  Dabney,  '73 

The  University  of  Cincinnati  dedicated  a  new  dormi- 
tory on  Sunday,  Xovember  29,  in  memory  of  the  late 
Dr.  Charles  William  Dabney,  '?3.  Dr.  Dabney  was  pres- 
ident of  the  University  from  1904  to  1920.  The  dormi- 
tory, which  cost  $1,800,000,  will  accommodate  400  stu- 
dents, and  is  named  the  Charles  William  Dabney  Resi- 
dence Hall  for  Men. 

University  of  Cincinnati  historians  have  written  that 
Dr.  Dabney  shaped  the  destinies  of  the  University  "dur- 
ing its  most  critical  formative  period.  .  .  ."  He  built  up 
the  faculty,  attracted  students,  and  increased  the  num- 
ber of  buildings  and  professional  schools.  During  Dr. 
Dabney's  administration  iliami  Medical  College  was 
al>sorbed  into  the  University.  Its  rival,  the  Aledical  Col- 
lege of  Ohio,  had  already  become  part  of  the  LTniver- 
sity.  The  Colleges  of  Engineering  and  Home  Economies 
were  established  and  Dr.  Herman  Schneider,  in  1906. 
was  authorized  to  inaugurate  at  the  University  his  now 


world-famous  cooperative  plan  of  technical  education. 
UC  grew  in  size  and  strength  under  Dr.  Dabney  until 
what  had  been  a  provincial  experiment  developed  into  a 
great  municipal  university  recognized  throughout  this 
country  and  abroad  as  a  model  of  its  kind." 

Dr.  Dabney  came  "north"'  to  Cincinnati  after  a  career 
already  packed  with  honors.  He  was  born  in  Virginia 
in  1855.  His  father,  Dr.  Robert  Lewis  Dalmey.  a  Pres- 
l>yterian  minister,  served  as  chief -of -staff  to  General 
"Stonewall""  Jackson,  and  young  Dal)ney  recalled  being 
patted  on  the  head  by  Geenral  Robert  E.  Lee  himself. 

Dr.  Dalmey  received  two  bachelor  of  arts  degrees, 
from  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  the  University  of 
Virginia,  and  won  a  doctor  of  philosophy  degree  from 
the  University  of  Goettingen,  Germany  in  1880. 

Teaching  was  the  youth's  first  aim.  He  told  later  liow 
his  father,  knowing  this,  gave  him  a  horse  at  his  grad- 
uation from  Ham|i(len-Sydne3'  in  1873  and  advised. 
"Now  go  out  and  make  yourself  a  school.'"  This  he  did — 
iiy  finding  several  I'amilies  among  neighboring  ])lanta- 
tions  who  needed  his  services  and  starting  a  school  in  a 
small  brick  office  building  on  one  of  the  plantations. 

Dr.  Dabney  soon  went  on  to  broader  fields.  He  taught 
science  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  when  that 
institution  had  a  single  building  on  its  cami'us.  He 
directed  a  vast  experimental  farm  program  in  chemistry 
of  soil  which  led  to  his  appointment  as  assistant  secre- 
tary of  agriculture  under  President  Grover  Cleveland. 

For  17  years  before  going  to  the  TTniversity  of  Cincin- 
nati Dr.  Dabney  was  president  of  the  University  of 
Tennessee.  A  science  building  on  the  Knoxville  cam])us 
is  named  Dabney  Hall. 

One  of  Dr.  Dabney "s  greatest  achievements  was  h's 
work  which  was  instrumental  in  forming  the  Southern 
Education  Board.  This  organization  s])arked  the  de- 
velo])ment  of  jiublic  education  in  the  South  and  was 
a  forei'unner  of  many  public  foundations,  including  the 
Sanitary  Commission  and  the  Rockefeller  Foundation. 

Dr.  Dabney's  interest  in  education  in  his  native 
south  continued  throughoiit  his  life.  After  his  retire- 
ment fi-om  University  of  Cincinnati  he  completed  a 
monumental  two-volume  work.  Univerml  Efhicalion  in 
Ihe  South,  a  classic  representing  Dr.  Dabney "s  40  years' 
study  of  public  schooling  in  the  South. 

Dr.  Dabney  died  in  Ashville.  N.  C.  June  15.  1945. 
four  days  before  his  90th  birthday.  His  two  daughters. 
Mrs.  Alexander  Thomson  and  Mrs.  John  W.  Ingle,  both 
live  in  Cincinnati.  Mrs.  Thomson  was  former  president 
of  Western  College,  Oxford,  Ohio,  and  Mrs.  Ingle  former 
dean  of  women  at  the  University  of  Cincinnati.  Thev 
were  guests  of  honor  at  the  dedication  of  Dabnev  Hall. 


Richardson  Named  Youth 
Relations  Director 

William  C.  Richardson.  '27.  assistant  director  of 
^fembershiji  Relations  of  Southern  States  Cooperative 
in  Rirhmond.  \'irginia,  for  the  past  four  years,  has  been 
named  Director  of  Youth  Relations  for  the  organiza- 
tion. 

Mr.  Richardson,  who  has  done  considerable  work  with 
rural  youth  in  his  fifteen  years  with  Southern  States 
( 'ooperative,  will  work  closely  with  the  extension  ser- 
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vices  of  the  land  grant  colleges  and  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Vocational  Agriculture  in  the  Southern  States 
territory.  The  main  purpose  of  the  program  will  be  to 
interest  farm  youth  in  careers  in  agriculture  and  to  show 
them  the  value  of  farm  cooperatives.  The  program  will 
also  suji])ort  the  work  of  the  Future  Farmers  of  Amer- 
ica, the  4-H.  and  rural  Farm  Homeniaker.s  Association. 
The  new  director  is  a  native  of  Kichmond  and  re- 
ceived his  B.S.  degree  from  Ham])den-Sydney.

The  Reverend  Hugh  MacDonald  Margin  has  the  distinction  of 
being  one  of  two  alumni  who  will  reach  their  94th  birthday  in 
1960.  Robert  W.  Lawson,  '30,  sends  us  the  following  information 
about  this  alumnus:  "Some  time  ago  I  saw  Harvey  Stover,  now 
living  at  1033  Westerly  Terrace,  Hartford  5,  Connecticut.  .  .  .  His 
father-in-law,  the  Reverend  Hugh  MacDonald  Martin,  is  probably 
one  of  the  oldest  living  alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney  College.  He 
vras  born  on  March  2,  1866,  and  ■was  in  the  class  of  1887  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney College.  He  was  at  the  College  for  the  years  1883 
through  1885  and  then  later  went  on  to  Washington  and  Lee  for  the 
year  1890-91.

ginia, and  Robert  H.  Dugger,  Jr.,  of  Wilmington,  Deleware;  and 
a  sister,  Mrs.  Frank  W.  Mcintosh  of  Kingstree,  North  Carolina. 

Funeral    services    were    conducted    at    the    Radford    Presbyterian 
Church   with  burial   in  Westview   Cemetery   in   Farmville. 
McCANN.     Raymond    E.   McCann,    Jr.,    '29,    died    unexpectedly    in 
Richmond,  Virginia,  on  May   1,   1959.    He  was  fifty  years  old. 

Mr.  McCann   was   a   native   of   Wilmington,   North   Carolina,   and 


moved  to  Henrico  County  in  his  early  boyhood.  He  attended 
Varina  High  School,  where  he  developed  a  natural  talent  for 
competitive  sports.
